Township Board Approves 





Placement of Bond Proposal 


on the November Ballot

At the July 24th Township 
Board meeting The Capitol 
Improvement Committee 
recommended the Board ap- 
prove a ballot proposal to 
build a new police building. 
The committee recommend- 
ed the building be built on 
the HCMA (metro park) 
24.5-acre site. They also rec- 
ommended that a new Town- 
ship meeting hall also be 
built on the propérty. 

You will recall the park 
authority and the Township 
entered an agreement to 
swap the 24-acre site for the 
Lajko park property. The 
' agreement provided a two- 
year window to allow the 
Township to get a building 
proposal approved by the cit- 
IZENS. 

If a proposal is not ap- 
proved and the agreement is 
not extended, the land deal 
becomes null and void. 

In addition to the new

police department/Township 
meeting hall, the Committee 
asked for funds to pay for 
feasibility studies to keep the 
Township Hall in New 
Boston. Perhaps this more 
cautious approach was the 
result of the criticism from 


some citizens that approxi- 


mately $100,000 was spent 
On various studies and con- 
cepts before the first propos- 
al was approved. 

The first proposal that 
failed by a two to one vote 
called for a new police/fire 
facility and a new Township 
hall on the 24-acre site. It 
was suggested at the time 
that a phase two would add a 
library and a recreation facil- 
ity and would require a sec- 
ond bond proposal. 

The first proposal was 
highly publicized and well 
presented to the public. 
There were also a few mis- 
takes made including placing 
phase two conceptual draw- 
ing on the literature and the 


now infamous Mayberry 
RFD analogy. 
Following the decisive 


~ vote against the proposal, the 


Capitol Improvement Com- 
mittee funded a survey that 
went to a portion of the resi- 
dents. While an objective 
reading of the results showed 
the community was split on 
how best to proceed, a ma- 
jority of Committee mem- 


bers felt the survey reflected 
a desire to Keep the Town- 
ship Hall in the New Boston 
area. Based on their interpre- 
tation of the survey, they felt 
they should recommend 
placing a second proposal on 
the ballot. 

By a vote of nine to one, 
the Committee voted that the 
park property should still be 
the prime site and that the 
police department was the 
first priority. At the July 24th 
Board meeting, the board 
considered a letter dated July 
17th from John Chihan, 
Chairman of the committee. 
Treasurer Skrzycki intro- 
duced the matter to the 
Board and he summarized 
the recommendations, which 
he characterized as a five 
million dollar proposal call- 
ing for approximately one 
mill. 

Trustee Carey pointed out 
that the placing of the matter 
on the ballot would not cost 
the Township like a special 
election would. Other than 


the legal expense of drafting 


the language there would be 
no ballot expense because it 
would be placed on the 
November 5th general elec- 
tion ballot. 

Because the Board did not 
discuss the merits of the 
actual proposal, we include 
the full text of Mr. Chihan’s 
letter to the Board. The 


Board clearly was divided on 
this issue because the final 
vote to approve passed four 
to three. Those voting in 
favor of placement of the 
proposal on the ballot were 
Supervisor Mitchell, Clerk 


- Bowers, Treasurer Skrzycki 


and Trustee Krause. Those 
opposed were Trustees 
Adkins, Carey and O’ Kelley. 


Mr. Chihan’s Letter 

At the Capital Improve- 
ment Committee meeting of 
July, 9, 2002, a detailed dis- 
cussion of what we have 
done to this point and the 
results of the special elec- 
tion vote and the survey that 
was conducted. After a 
great deal of discussion and 
a careful review of the 
many options and opinions 
of all members, the follow- 
ing motion was passed 9 - | 
by the committee. That 
motion is: 

To request the Township 
Board of Trustees place a 
Bond proposal on_ the 
November general election 
ballot. This Bond will be in 
the amount of $5,000,000 
dollars to fund a Police 
Department with Township 
Meeting Hall and infra- 
structure improvements at 
the HCMA 24.5 acre site, 
West and Huron River 
Drive. Also to be included 
on this proposal is looking 





at the current Township 
Hall building and/or new 
facilities for the Admin- 
istrative offices in New 
Boston. 

Per this motion the Capital 
Improvement Committee is 
requesting the Huron Town- 
ship Board of Trustees ap- 
prove the placing of this pro- 
posal on the Ballot in 
November. This committee 
has been meting for over 15 
months on this issue. A thor- 


ough review of options has 


been done over this time 
period and it is the commit- 
tee’s opinion that this is the 
best option based on all 
available information and 
what the voters have told us, 
both by the total votes cast in 
the special election, and the 
results of the survey sent out 
by the committee. 

It is our sincere hope that 
the Board of Trustees will 
accept this recommendation 
and move this project for- 
ward. As Chairman of the 
committee, I am pleased to 
bring this recommendation to 
you and will be available for 
any questions you may have. 

Thank you for this oppor- 
tunity to serve.
